Early opening 
a bonus for 
Boyne Mountain 


The recent snow has been an early holiday gift for both Boyne Moun- 
tain and area winter sports enthusiasts. The ski resort in Boyne Falls opened . 
its slopes to skters and snowboarders on Friday. Nov. 22. running three 
lifts on four runs through the weekend. 

“We had a good turnout Friday, Saturday, and Sunday.” said Boyne Moun- 
tain general manager Ed Grice. “The conditions held up pretty well.” 

As nighttime temperatures had dipped below freezing in the previous 
week, crews at the Mountain had been busy making snow, creating a good 
base for whatever Mother. Nature might decide to provide. Conditions 
through the weekend proved too mild lo continue with snowmaking, though 
on Monday Grice said crews had been working on Sunday night and con- 
ditions appeared favorable to make snow in the days ahead. 

Boyne Mountain wit! be open again on Thursday, Nov. 28, Thanksgiv- 
ing Day, and will remain open through the weekend, “We will probably 
have seven or eight [runs open] by the weekend,” Grice said. 

Following the long weekend, the slopes will remain closed until the 
resort opens officially on Dec. 6, after which time it will be open daily 
throughout the season. 

As for the early opening. Grice said that "we were shooting for Thanks- 
giving [to open], so to be able to open a week early was just a bonus for 
everybody. 

“We're excited to be open.” he said. “The skiing have been marvelous.” 

FORECASTS FOR the week call for continued cold and scattered snow, 
with daytime highs in the low to mid-30s, and nighttime temperatures dip- 
ping into the teens. Though by the weekend the lows will have risen into 
the 30s, daytime temps are expected to continue to hover around the freez- 
ing mark.

A BRIEF HISTORY OF-THE HOLIDAY 


Though the pilgrims did have.a feast in 1621 near Plymouth, Mass., to 
celebrate the first harvest of their new life in the New World, it was not an 
event that was ipmetigey repeated, and therefore could hardly be called 
_ a tradition. 

That first meal, which included more than 50 settlers and approximately 


90 ‘Native American, was not repeated specifically for many years, though: 


~ it’s likely that colonists occasionally held harvest feasts when the season 
called for it: 
It wasn’t, in fact, until 1777 that the first St offi cial Thankapiving of the 


newlyestablished United States of América occurred, when General George 


Washington and his army stopped on. their way to Valley Forge to mark 
_ the occasion in the bitter cold, directed to do so by the Pontiac) Con- 
gress. 
; In: 1789, after his inauguration as s the first president a the United States 
of America, Washington.made his first official proclamation, designating 
': Nov. 26, ier a5. a national day of “thanksgiving and prayer.” 


By the early 1800s, however, the tradition of a national day of Thanks- 
giving was lost, becoming more of a regional observation, until revived by 
President Abraham Lincoln in 1863, when two national days of Thanksgiv- 
ing were declared, one celebrating the victory at Gettysburg on Aug. 6, and 
the other the first of the last-Thursday-in-November annual Thanksgivings. 


That wasn’t the end of it, however. In 1941, President Franklin Delano - 


Roosevelt signed a bill establishing the fourth Thursday in November as 


Thanksgiving, an observance that has been consistent nationally since 1956. 


‘A DIFFERENT KIND OF THANKSGIVING FEAST 


The Mayflower set ground a Plymouth Rock in 1620, at the beginning of 
what would prove to be a devastating winter for the pilgrims. But, accord- 
ing t6 historical record, the harvest of 1621 proved-to be a bountiful one, 
prompting the colonists to celebrate with a feast, and include some of the

a Negotiations with Boyne City 
top manager candidate continue 


Negotiations with Boyne City’s top candidate for city manager were 
still in the process early this week, according to interim city manager 
Dick Huebler, though both parties are close to an agreement. 

After Michael Cain, one of five 
candidates interviewed recently 

- for the position, was selected by 
the City Commission as the top 
choice for the job, he submitted a 
list of terms for a potential con- 
tract. City'attorney Jim Murray, - 
designated by the commission to 
negotiate for the City, has been 
working with the commission to 
review those terms and draw up a 
contract agreeable to both parties. 

“We're making sure what he 
had submitted was common with 
the former contract, to make sure’ 
we're all talking the same lan- Michael Cain 
guage,” Huebler said of the pro- 
cess. The contract process, it appears. will be more of a matter of “re- 
fining” rather than major negotiation. “There are no stumbling blocks,” 
Huebler said of the terms requested thus far. 

In the meantime, Boyne City representatives have traveled to St. John’s 
and Fenton, where Cain served previously as city manager, to get a 
better feel for the candidate by interviewing Cain’s former co-workers 
and community members. “They came back with glowing reports,” 
Huebler said. Cain was chosen as the top candidate by commissioners 
two weeks ago. Two other candidates, Todd Campbell and Maureen 
Barry, were designated as first and second alternates for the position. 
The city manager position opened in September after the termination 

of previous manager Eric Strahl’s contract. Strahl was hired as city 

manager in‘1997.

Rituals are food for the soul. In our culture many have 
replaced presence with presents. We can let our denial 
rule us so we do not experience the tragedies, the hope- 
lessness or the faces of fear and pain that surround us in 
our world today, or we can become centered, listen to our 
hearts and know of the profound yearning to be connected 
and at peace. 

On the outside it looks like doom and gloom surround- 
ing us, but on the inside we are pulling together as never 
before: working to create communities and families of 
love. Routines are essential for families, especially those 
with young children (bedtime, mealtime, and homework). 
As humans we are pattern-seeking. It is a wise parent who 
has learned to keep his/her children on a routine in spite 
of the holiday festivities. ‘Rituals, however, are not rou- 
tines. As Becky Bailey, Ph.D. states in her book I Love 
You Rituals, “The goal of routines is continuity. The goal 
of rituals is connection. Rituals create sacred space de- 
signed for togetherness and unity.” : 

Perhaps there has never been a greater need for togeth- 
erness and unity than ever before in our lifetime. Present 
giving can become an empty routine if we are not mind- 
ful of the intention of Connecting with a loved one by our 
presence. Every family, every nation, every spiritual prac- 
tice has rituals. Some rituals may be traced back several 
generations to your great-grandparents. ‘Your ancestors 
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may have brought these traditions from another country 
when they first moved to North America. 

Rituals are a way for families to remain connected with 
their roots, extended family members, a county, or a re- 
ligion rich in tradition. 

As the holidays approach many are contemplating their 
cherished family rituals. You may be searching for your 
pumpkin pie recipe for Thanksgiving (you know, the one 
that only Grandma knew how to bake). 

Perhaps you are planning your annual tree trimming 
party that is filled with memories as you hang treasured 
ornaments. Others are preparing to take out your Menorah 
so you can be in the glow of the eight candies, while you 
play the game of dreidel at Hanukkah. 


Soon, you can start the daily ritual of opening the Ad-: 


vent Calendar that helps you and your families remain 
mindful of the spiritual meaning of Christmas. 

This year J encourage you to consider re-examining your 
old rituals to determine if they need to be revamped. Some 
rituals can become an empty meaningless routine. Living 
in a world filled with uncertainty and threats of war may 
call us to create new rituals for our families and ourselves. 
Ask yourself do your present rituals help you to go within 
and connect with your spirit and the spirit of others? 

All you need to do is open the newspaper or turn on the 
television to know there is a growing uncertainty in our 
nation, which unfortunately can be felt even in the beau- 
tiful north country. J see and hear these uncertainties and 
anxieties from adults and children. 

Children show me in their play and their drawings that 
our world can be a scary place. The growing number of 
children who have hyperactivity, impulsively, temper

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outbursts or fits of displeasure when they do not get what 
they want, may have roots in our world condition. 

It is not surprising that the latest Harry Potter movie ts 

so popular! Many children identify with wanting to be a 
child wizard. Living in a world they cannot control is 
frightening and can leave a child wanting to escape into a 
fantasy land where they can confront terrible demons with 
magical powers. 
- As adults we too know we cannot control the world 
around us. Many an adult finds pleasure in the magical 
fantasy world of a Harry Potter. Rituals can be empower- 
ing for you and your children. Meaningful rituals can cre- 
ate an inner calm and peace in spite of warnings of ferror- 
ist attacks. 

A favorite warm and loving memory of a ritual from 
my childhood is baking Christmas cookies. 

Each person in the family had his/her part in the project. 
The ritual lasted for several days as we prepared all the 
favorite kinds. To this day, when my siblings gather to- 
gether we recollect back to Christmas cookie baking days. 
It is not the green Christmas tree cookies with assorted 
sprinkles, or the chocolate oatmeal cookies that were so 
important. Rather it is the love and connection we each 
felt as a family during our December baking days.. 

The ritual of baking Christmas cookies provided a way 
to be present to each other at a deeper level of connect- 


ing. For those days, our family kitchen became a sacred — 


space that was filled with the spirit of togetherness and 
unity. 

This season you could spend your time looking at your 
budget trying to figure out how to find enough money to 
buy the perfect presents for your children, your parents, 
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and your friends. 

An alternative endeavor could be to consider how to 
create time to give your presence to meaningful family 
rituals or create new rituals that call to you this holiday 
season. . 

Consider how to incorporate gratitude, empathy, admi- 
ration, wonder, and humor into your busy routines. 

May you soon discover that you have created authentic 
rituals that radiate beauty from within and enliven your 
soul and reaches out to the souls of those you love. 

When you listen to your heart center you will bring 
into being sacred space for rituals of unity, connected- 
ness and awe to take place within yourself, your home 
and our community. 

This Thanksgiving my heart is filled with gratitude for 
all the wonderful people who have blessed me with their 
presence since opening The Centre in Boyne City!

their first year in a harsh new land. 

Though native crops were certainly utilized, records from the time 
indicate that the colonists probably did not try to copy the culinary tech- 
niques of the Native Americans, but rather adapted the foods to the cui- 
sine with which they were familiar. 

The fowl that was included in the three-day long event was most likely 
of the goose and duck variety, and venison, too, was served. 

With the supply of flour lacking, pilgrims were probably without bread 
or pastries of any sort; instead, they are believed to have eaten boiled 
pumpkin, as well as a form of fried bread from corn crops. With no 
domestic cattle to produce dairy products, the colonists had no milk or 
butter, and potatoes were not yet widely consumed by Europeans. 

Though to our modern palate this would be a Thanksgiving meal sorely 
lacking, the colonists rounded out their celebration with the inclusion of 
what was widely available - things like fish, berries, lobster, dried fruit, 
clams, and plums. 


THE CULTURAL PHENOMENON OF GIVING THANKS 


Though Americans often think they have cornered the market on a 
holiday of giving thanks, the fact of the matter is that harvest festivals 
celebrated in gratitude for a bountiful season have a long and nich his- 
tory throughout civilization. 

For over 3,000 years, for example, Jewish families have celebrated 
the autumnal harvest festival called Sukkoth. The ancient Greeks wor- 
shipped Demeter, the goddess of the harvest, and honored her each au- 
tumn with a harvest festival, complete with feasts and offerings of seed 
corn, cakes, and fruit. The Egyptians. celebrated a springtime harvest 
festival dedicated to Min, the god of vegetation and fertility. Romans 
dedicated their harvest festival to Ceres, the gaddess of corn, offering 
the pigs and the first fruits of the harvest along with a feast of gratitude. 


Regardless of its origins, though, our Thanksgiving holiday has 
evolved into a thoroughly American affair. Happy Thanksgiving!

CITY OF EAST JORDAN 
ORDINANCE #188 
TELECOMMUNICATIONS 

ORDINANCE 


Sec. 1 Purpose. 

The purposes of this ordinance are 
to regulate access to and ongoing use 
of public rights-of-way by telecommu- 
nications providers for their telecom- 
munications facilities while protecting 
the public health, safety and welfare 
and exercising reasonable control of 
the Public rights-of-way in compliance 
with the Metropolitan Extension Tele- 
communications Rights-of-Way Over- 
sight Act (Act No. 48 of the Public Acts 
of 2002) ("Act") and other applicable 
law, and to ensure that the City quali- 
fies for distribution under the Act’ by 
modifying the fees charges to provid- 
ers and complying with the Act. 


Sec. 2 Conflict. 

Nothing in this ordinance shall be 
construed in such a manner as to con- 
flict with the Act or other applicable 


" Jaw. 


Sec. 3 Terms Defined. 
The terms used in this ordinance 
shall have the following meanings: 
Act means the Metropolitan Exten- 


‘sion Telecommunications Rights-of- 


Way Oversight Act (Act No. 48 of the 
Public Acts of 2002), as amended 
from time to time. 

City means the City of East Jor- 
dan. 

City Commission means the City 
Commission of the City of East Jor- 
dan orits designee. This section does 
not authorize delegation of any deci- 
sion or function that is required by aw 
to be made by the City Commission. 

City Administrator means the City 
Administrator or his or her designee. 

Permit means a non-exclusive per- 
mit issued pursuant to the Act and this 
ordinance to a telecommunications 
provider to use the public rights-of- 
way in the City for its telecommunica- 
tions facilities. 

All other terms used in this ordi- 
nance shall have the same meaning 
as defined or as provided by the Act, 
including without limitation the follow- 
ing: 

Authority means the Metropolitan 
Extension Telecommunications 
Rights-of-Way Oversight Authority 
created pursuant to Section 3 of the 
Act. 

MPSC means the Michigan Public 
Service Commission in the Depart- 
ment of Consumer and industry Ser- 
vices, and shalt have the same mean- 
ing as the term "Commission" in the 
Act. 

Person means an individual, cor- 
poration, partnership, association, 
governmental entity or any other le- 
gal entity. 

Public Right-of-Way means the 
area on, below or above a public road- 
way, highway, street, alley, easement 
or waterway. Public right-of-way does 
not include a federal, state or private 
right-of-way. 

Telecommunications Facilities or 
Facilities means the equipment or per- 
sonal property, such as copper and 
fiber cables, lines, wires, switches, 
conduits, pipes and sheaths, which 
are used to or can generate, received, 
transmit, carry, amplify or provide tele- 
communication services or signals. 
Telecommunication facilities or facili- 
ties do not include antennas, support- 
ing structures for antennas, equip- 
ment shelters or houses, and any an- 
cillary equipment and miscellaneous 
hardware used to provide federally li- 
censed commercial mobile service as 
defined in section 332(d) of part | of 
title [fl of the communications act of 
934, chapter 652, 49 Stat. 1064, 47 
U.S.C. 332 and further defined as 
commercial mobile radio service in 47 
CFR 20.3, and service provided by 
any wireless, two-way communication 
device. 

Telecommunications Provider, Pro- 
vider and Telecommunications Ser- 
vices mean those terms as defined in 
Section 102 of the Michigan telecom- 
munications act, 1991 PA 179, MCL 
484.2102.

AN ORDINANCE TO ADD SECTION 13-51.TO THE CITY 
OF EAST JORDAN CODE OF ORDINANCES. 


THE CITY OF EAST JORDAN ORDAINS: 
Sec. 13-51. Sec. 13-51, of the Code of Ordinances for the City of East 


Jordan is added as follows: 


Sec. 13-51. Year-round waste container areas for waste grease and/or 


liquids. 


|. Storage containers for waste grease shall be designed to contain an 
accumulation of liquid waste and shail be constructed primarily of materi- 
als such as wood, concrete, steel or plastic to provide structural support. 
Il. Storage of waste grease at the location of generation or at the desig- - 
nated storage facility shall be protected from weather, fire, physical dam- 


age, vandals and animals. 


Itt. All containers and tanks used to hold waste grease shall be closed 
or covered, except when necessary to add or remove waste, to prevent 
the escape of waste grease and to prevent odors from escaping off site. 

IV. The storage container shall be placed on a smooth cleanable sur: 
face (i.e. concrete) and shall be properly managed to prevent discharge 
of waste grease into the soil, surface water or groundwater or into a drain 


or sewer. . 


V. Container storage areas shall be enclosed by a six foot high solid 

wall constructed of one of the following: wood, masonry, composite, plas- 

tic or recycled material to prevent the unsightly deposit or.collection. of 

waste and prevent children-and pets from having access to these areas. 

VI. Container storage.areas shall meet setback requirements. : 

VII. Containers shall be emptied and cleaned. as needed to prevent 
contents from ‘becoming rancid and emitting obnoxious odors... -
